Mourning brassards as n substitute 
for regular mourning for relatives of 
men lost In the service have met with 
the approval of the bereaved families. 
Red Cross divisions have asked head¬ 
quarters for a total of 20.000 of the 
brassards. Parents and widows of 
the men get them free of charge and 
other relatives at cost. 

More tlmii one thousand aged and 
infirm Belgians from the front-line | 
areas, many of whom were under i 
shellfire for months, arc being cared 
for by tlie American Red Cross In a 
massive old stone building near Mon- I 
treuil, France. The place was for- j 
trierly the house of the Carthusian 
monks. 

Three hundred Belgian children are 
now comfortably situated in a ten- 
bnrrack colony established near Char¬ 
treuse by the American Red Cross. 
Scores of tlie children were brought 
from districts that have been leveled 
by tlie enemy’s guns. 

Santa Clans, acting as the agent of 
the American Red Cross, is going to

With tlint amount It 
is very difficult to sure money. My 
fiancee is as poor as 1 am. Slip is a 
refugee at St. Brieue.” 


How to Clean Old Jewelry—Reviving

To clean old jewelry, make a lather 
of warm soapsuds and add to it half 
;i tenspoonful of sal volatile; brush the 
jewelry in Ibis, afterward polishing 
with an old silk handkerchief or piece 
of waslileather. 

To revive black velvet, hold the ar¬ 
ticle pile side up over the steam of 
nearly boiling water to which a little 
ammonia has been added. Brush and 
iron on the wrong side. 

To make a good shaving soap, save 
till scraps of goi d toilet soap and put 
them into a little Jar. ^ust cover with 
water and place in tlie oven till melt¬ 
ed. 

When frying fish, sprinkle a little 
salt in the fat; this gives the fish a 
much better flavor.

Jaking Custard--To Give Blankets 
Nice Color—Nading Blinds on Rol¬ 
lers— Improves Meat Flavor. 


Who making a baked custard, if 
tin- milk is warmed before adding the 
eggs no water will settle in the bottom 
of tlie baking dish. 

After washing blankets in the usual 
way, leave them overnight In a hath 
of cold water: 

When nailing blinds on to rollers, 
slip the roller into the hem, then lay 
u narrow piece of tape along before 
putting in the nails. This will effectu¬ 
ally prevent tlie blind from being lorn. 

To prevent milk from scorching, 
cover the bottom of the saucepan with 
water, and let it get scalding hot be¬ 
fore putting in the milk to boil. 

A little vinegar added to the wa¬ 
ter in which bacon or ham is boiled 
improves tlie flavor of the meat.

life, which through death and deeorn- 
' position may Impart to the water dls- 
agreeable odor and taste and perhaps 
more serious characteristics. 

! Deterioration of water may he due 
; to still other causes that make it un- 
I wholesome but not, so far as known, 
destructive of health. Among such are 
unusual dissolving of mineral salts 
from the earth, washings from clay 
that produce a milky appearance, dis¬ 
coloration from mineral or vegetable 
matter, admixture of mineral or vege¬ 
table oils, absorption of offensive 
J gases, low forms of animal life, min¬ 
ute plant growths often productive of 
j bright-colored, fibrous masses and 
I scums, and especially when water is 
of peaty or swampy origin, impregna¬ 
tion with iron. In short, Investigations 
indicate that only a small minority of 
farm water supplies can he classed as 
unqualifiedly safe and desirable. 

Diseases From Poor Water. 

Among the ailments caused or in¬ 
fluenced by contaminated water tire 
typhoid fever, tuberculosis, hookworm 
disease, cholera, dysentery and diar- 
i rhea, and certain obscure maladies 
that may be traced eventually to Uie 
poisonous effects of drainage from hu- 
i man wastes. Figure 2 shows in a 
striking manner how increased use of 
pure water in Massachusetts tins been 
followed by decline in the typhoid- 
fever death rate. Frequently a home 
or village supplied with water from a 
mountain spring or canyon is a center 
j of goiter, although the possible rela¬ 
tionship of such water to this disease 
lias not been proved conclusively. 

Among ailments of live stock, hog 
! cholera, anthrax, and foot-and-mouth 
> disease are spread by moving water. 
Hence sick nnimnls should not have 
access to streams, arid dead animals 
should not lie left exposed in fields or 
buried where druinnge may carry in¬ 
fection to streams and water supplies. 
One’s duty to himself and neighbors 
•should otdigate him to confine all sick 
animals and burn tlie carcasses of 
dead ones or bury them deeply in 
sjh> t s remote from streams, wells and 
springs, and urge his neighbor to do 
the same. 

Tlie vital things to remember are 
that ground water Is not stagnant but 
moves usually, though not always, 
with tlie “lay” or slope of tlie land; 
that its character determines iurgely 
the character of wells and springs; 
that it is not an inexhaustible reser¬ 
voir, but that a given well yields only 
us it receives; and that continued 
pumping will not improve tlie water In 
a well if the sources from which it is 
fed are permanently at fault. In 
short, ground water Is natural drain¬ 
age variously modified In Its move¬ 
ment and character by subterranean 
conditions. 

Safe Location of Wells. 

Wells canuot be located in all cases 
so Dint there may not he some pollu¬ 
tion, hut the greut safeguards are 
dean ground and us wide separation 
as possible from tlie probable chan¬ 
nels of any impure drainage. It is not 
enough that a well or spring is 50. 
UK), nr 150 feet from a source of filth 
| or that it Is merely upon higher 
| ground, although even moderate re- 
| muteness and elevation of the source 
. of supply are of service. Given porous 
, or gravelly ground, seumy ledge, or 
long-continued pollution of one plot of 
land, the zone of contamination Is like¬ 
ly to extend long distances, particu¬ 
larly in downhill directions and at 
such times as water supplies are low¬ 
ered by drought or heavy pumping. 

Upon any farm a wood lot, grove, 
or windbreak is highly desirable, not 
only to supply fuel and small timber, 
but for its beauty and the protection 
it affords.

Among the New Blouses 


Surface and Underground Drainage 
Should Be Considered in Locating 
Wells to Avoid Contamination 
—Wood Lot Desirable. 


A good water supply, a complete 
sewage-disposal plant, and effective 
heating and lighting systems consti¬ 
tute the four prime utilities of ttie 
farm home, the foundations of safe, 
comfortable living. To secure these 
ends in greatest measure, thought and 
planning are necessary. If the proce¬ 
dure is haphazard, if the parts are not 
correlated, there is neither economy 
in tlie construction nor satisfaction in 
the operation of the plant. 

When locating the well, the direc¬ 
tion of surface and underground drain¬ 
age should be considered, to the end 
that Die water supply may not he con¬ 
taminated by tlie sink drain, cesspool, 
or '.rther sources of filth. The unused 
water from a spring or flowing well 
may be made valuable if brought to a 
watering trough, cooling tank, fish 
pond, or swimming pool, or harvested 
as ice. A saving may be effected by 
laying two lines of pipe in one trench. 
The engine which drives tlie pump 
may operate other useful appliances, 
such as a dynamo, saw, washing ma¬ 
chine, cream separator, or churn. 

A notable example of home-planned 
utilities is found upon a farm in north¬ 
ern Utah. By personal planning and 
hard work, the owner of tills farm 
gradually tins equipped his house with 
a pressure water system, a laundry 
containing a power washing machine, 
wringer, mangle, nnd drying machine, 
a heating plant, electric lights, ebytric 
range, electric heaters for emergency 
use in chambers, and a vacuum clean¬ 
ing system. 

Sanitary Farm Water Supply. 

Observation indicates that on tlie 
average three out of four farm wells 
are located within T5 feet of the back 
door of the iiouse and in the direction 
of the barn. That convenience and 
first cost—not safety—have been the 
deciding factors in thousands of such 
locations is a fact made evident by the 
proximity of barnyards, pig pens, pas¬ 
tures. fertilized fields, sink drains, 
privies, cesspools nnd house yards ren¬ 
dered insanitary h.v chickens, slops, 
garbage, and other filth. Too fre¬ 
quently the leach from these or other 
sources of filth, after joining the 
ground water, moves with greater or 
less directness to wells and springs, 
seriously impairing tlie water supply 
by organic Impurity or grossly poison¬ 
ing It witli human sewage. 

Among other ways by which surface 
waters nnd open or poorly covered 
wells and springs are contaminated or 
receive noxious substances are: Sur¬ 
face wash from roads, ranges, or the 
other sources of filth above mentioned; 
bodily entry of stock and poultry or 
their droppings; tilth from the shoes 
of careless farm hands nnd children; 
drippings from the dipper or bucket 
handled by carriers of disease; dust 
and leaves from the air; and entry of: 
worms, bugs, sjdders, toads, frogs, |

At the beginning of the war many 
Finns were in favor of the allies chiefly bv reason 
of their English trade connections and English 
sympathies. Rut when Russia's most powerful 
md necessary ally forbode to say one word in 
favor of a reasonable treatment of Finland, and 
when the English press by its undiscrlrninating 
praise of all things Russian actually gave more 
strength to the powers of reaction, then the Finns 
cannot be blamed for looking elsewhere. 

Their exiles flocked to Germany in great num¬ 
bers, and It Is said that more than 3.IXX) Finns 
took up their residence there. The Germans are 
further credited with making active propaganda 
for their cause among the professors and students 
of Finland, but it seems doubtful whether they 
would really have found it worth while, when the 
allies themselves were unconsciously doing so 
much to spread pro-German sympathies there. If 

_no one -"an sav more than If—Finland was 

occasionally used as a channel for communi¬ 
cation between Germany and the traitorous party 
in Russia the allies have only themselves to blame. 

However this may be. It seems pretty clear that 
there were several German agencies in more than 
one part of Finland trying to stir the people up 
to an armed revolt. 

Since our reactionary press at one time took 
upon itself to repeat the venerable and discredited 
cliches about Finland's desire for independence 
or for union with Sweden, it is well to say once 
more that Finland’s greut nationalist movement 
was all directed against Swedish influence, and 
that there are not five wiseacres in the whole 


The election of the Russian dtnna and the tem¬ 
porary restoration of Finland’s constitution. Yet 
“restored" Is hardly the word, for that restricted, 
cautious and eminently bourgeois constitution of 
18(1.'! was resurrected Into something democratic 
and terrible—a popular government, based upon 
full adult suffrage and proportional representation 
with an elected house, containing at Its first as¬ 
semblage In April, 1007. so social democrats out 
of a total of 200. And these were genuine, uncom¬ 
promising Marxist social democrats, the outcome 
of n party which was first formed In 1890. Since 
then the social democratic representation of Fin¬ 
land has steadily Increased at every election. 

From the spring of 1007 to that of 1909 Finland 
experienced "two crowded years of glorious life” 
in which the country simply hummed with internal 
progress and political development. The old feuds 
of Svekoman and Fennoman were taken up with 
renewed vigor, although the Swedish speaking 
Finns were now only one-ninth of the population 
and si ill decreasing. 

We nil remember how. In May, 1010, 120 mem¬ 
bers of the British parliament signed a memorial 
to the damn expressing the apprehension with 
which they regarded the proposal to deprive Fin¬ 
land of her constitutional rights, while a large 
number of German, French, Italian, Belgian and 
Dutch deputies formed and addressed similar 
memorials. But all this was in vain, and by July, 
1010, the hill for the Russification of Finland be¬ 
came law. 

It was not Immediately and violently put into 
practice. The landtdag was still assembled at in¬ 
tervals, though it had rather less power than a 
municipal council. A number of official dimissnls 
took place, Russians were given full Finnish 
rights in Finland and the usual series of arrests, 
imprisonments and exilings followed, but until 
1912 the Finnish press was only intermittently 
censored. However, this second series of “bad 
years" was much harder for the Finns than the 
period of IS!*9-1900. 

Soon after the war began Finland was practical¬ 
ly cut off from the civilized world. Russification 
set in with full force and the most stringent cen¬ 
sorship of the press, of correspondence and of nil 
written matter whatever was established. Even 
the internal business of the country suffered great¬ 
ly, and the whole people were put “under hatches," 
as it wort', and assuredly on very short rations for 
an unlimited time. 

One piece of news only came through in ttie 
early days of the war, to the effect that the dow¬ 
ager empress of Russia had returned froiy Den¬ 
mark by way of Finland and lmd shown much 
courtesy and common sense on her passage. It 
was said that she had caused her personal guard 
to he greatly relaxed, that she had talked with 
Finns everywhere and had taken pains to create 
a good impression. But shortly after her return 
the Finns were specially and officially warned 'not 
to build nnv false hopes of restored liberty” upon

Former Heir to German Thron 
Jumped From Window to Escape 
Oncoming French. 


Tlie former crown prince of Germany 
never took unnecessary chances. His 
flight from hi- radical-swept "father- 
land” is in lu-’ping with traits he ex¬ 
hibited to the French during many in¬ 
cidents of rite great war. In a letter 
received at Chicago from Sergt. Ralph 
Sincitiir of the mobile ordnance repair 
division, a veteran of Chateau Thierry, 
the one-time f eir to the German crown 
is described as jumping from a window 
to flee from the oncoming French. 

Tlie story was told Sergeant Sin¬ 
clair by the mistress of a French 
chateau near an American camp. 

"It was during the first German drive 
In 3914." Sergeant Sinclair wrote, 
“when they swept down into France 
In the full flower of their military 
power. She saw tlie tired l’oilus fall 
hack, worn out with nine days of cease¬ 
less fighting to stem that apparently 
irresistible army. Then she saw the 
great German war machine roll on. 
Some of the German high command 
came to her chateau, and then a re¬ 
splendent figure on horseback. He 
swung an emerald-headed swagger- 
stick and bore himself with an air of 
conscious superiority—the crown 
prince. 

"He informed the lady of the cha¬ 
teau that on the morrow his troops 
would be in Paris. But six miles back 
the tired Poiliis had halted and fought 
the first battle of the Marne. And 
quite suddenly and unexpectedly the 
great German army started t<> go 
hack—with them the resplendent 
crown prince, who at the first news of 
defeat jumped from the window of a 
neighboring chateau where he was 
staying and fled."
